RECULATIONS 


BOARD OF HEALTH 


oF QUINCY. 


1. The Board of Health shall enforce and ex- 
ecute the Laws established for the motion and 
the protection of the public health, as, in their 
judgment, the interests of the people of Quincy 
may require. 

Board of Health may visit and examine 
suspected places. 


2. The board of Health, or any of its mem! 
or any person duly authorised by them, may a 
shall, in the due manner and form of law, visit, 
enter, and examine any dwelling, shop, ware- 
house, stable, or other building, and any yard, 
field, or otber ground, or place, which they may 
have reason to suppose is in an unhealthy con- 
dition, or in which there may be any nuisance, 
filth, Of source of disease, Which may endanger 
the health or the comfort of the inhabitarts, or 
neighbors, or travellers, or passengers. : 

Board may remere nuisances. 


3. The Board of Health shall take snch meas- 
ures to remove all nuisances, filth, or causes of 
disease and discomfort, as the health and good of 
the people may require, and as they may deem 
proper, under the laws of the Commonwealth. 

Board shall direct owner or occupant to 
remove nuisances. 


4. Whenever it shall appear to the Board of 
Health that uny buildings, or grounds, or ponds, 
creeks or streams of water are in a state of nui- 
saece, or so situated as to a nuisance, 
and the heaith and comfort of the inhabitants, or 
occupants, or neighborhood, may be thereby en- 
dangered, it shalk be their duty, and they are 
authorized in the due law, to notify the 
owner or occupant thereof of the fact, and to 
direct him to remove said nuisance, by clean-ing, 
draining, or filling up, as the case may require, 
and in such time as they deem proper. 

If owner or vetrtpant do nbt obey, Board 
shall rernove nuisances. 

5. If such occupant or owner do not remove 
such nuisance, and cleanse such bdilding, ground, 
or place, within the time appointed for this pur- 
pose, the rd of Health stiall catise the same to 
be done at the cost of the said owner or occupant. 

Unicholesome food not to be sold. 

6. No person shall sell, or offer for sale, or have 
in his possession for the purpose of sale, any un- 
wholesome, tainted, or trid meat, fish, fruit, 
vegetables, or other article of provisions.

enlarge the same.

FOUL WATER IN WELLS. 


Some wells furnish periodically water 
unpleasant to the taste, and doulbtiess un- 
wholesome. The bad taste usually comes 
out in the summer at low stages of water, | o TRRYV Ga 
and disappears with the winter rains, STATIONER : Ke. 
when the wells are full. This occurs Quincy, Jan. 18. tf 
when the temperature of the water is . - 
raised sufficiently to allowthe moderately 
rapid decomposition of organic substances 
which might otherwise remain without 
giving any hint of theit presence. These 
substances may be derived from several 
sources ; the most usual is from leaves and 
small animals falling into the well. In ex- 
amining one of these tainted wells recent- 
ly, we found that a lead pipe had been put 
into the well leading very near the sink 
drain, and the filth of the sink followed the 
outside of the pipe into the well. Some- 
times other causes of pollution are in 
close proximity. We cannot be too 
careful in securing pure water for family 
use at all seasons ofthe year. Quite often 
the secret of disease is found in the well. 
Temporary relief may be found in the use 
of charcoal, but this does not relieve the 
heads of the family from the responsibility 
of ferreting out and stopping the catisv. 
Throw a peck or half bushel of good 
charcoal on the fire; let it get partially 
ignited throughout ; then take it out, crack 
the large lumps, and put it immediately 
into a wet ganny bag or any wet sack of 
coarse, open stuff. Put into the bag, also, 
a stone weighing 10 pounds or more,and, 
attaching a cord, lower it to the bottom

OCTOBER WORK. 


No month in the year affords more 
pleasant opportunities for out-door work 
than October. Tt is usually dry and cool, 
so that men and teams fee! lusty and strong. 
The days are not so long as to exhaust 
either, and with all things in order a great 
deal may be done towards permanent im- 
provements on the farm, besides attending 
to the stock and the crops. 

The early part of the month fs general- 
ly an excellent time for draining, which 
is a work greatly needed on many farms. 
Needed, beceuse there are acres of low, 
moist ground on them which produce but 
one ton of ordinary hay each year, worth 
perhaps, ten dollars a ton, while, with 
proper drainage, ploughing, manuring a 
little and seeding, they would produce | 
a ton and a half, and sometimes two tons 
per acre for ten years in succession, and 
worth from $10 to $16 perton. Every sec- | 
ond year such land onght to receive a 
top dressing of well rotted manure, in or- 
der to keep up the fertility which we have 
assumed. In most cases no money need 
be expended to reclaim such lands except- 
ing for grass seed, ifthe proprietor does 
not raise it himself. The reclamation of 
such lands will pay the farmer twice as 
much interest as the investment of his 
money will in railroad, bank, or most 

“stocks. The investment of their 
money in various kinds of stocks where the 
income is small, at most, and where div- 
idends are withheld, and lusses 
frequently ensue, instead of investing ir 
the soil about their doors, is 
which a great many New England far- 
mers fallinto. If they would make an 
experiment upon one acre, keeping an 
accurate account of the cost of reclama- 
tion, and the value of its products for five 
years, they would find that the products 
of the land 
or four times as large as that derived from

If the month proves a particularly dry 
one, every available moment should be 
oceupied 16 accumulate materials to in- 
crease the manure-heap throughout the 
winter. One of the best of all materials 
for this purpose is peat. Indeed, old, 
highly decomposed peat is an excellent 
manure in itself. In addition to this, it 
is one of the best absorbents in nature, 
and if added to the droppings of the stock 
once a week, will store up and preserve 
every pound of them for future use.

Our lady readers should be informed | 
that the liquid called benzine, which they 
use so freely for removing grease and | 
stains from clothing, is a very dangerovs 
afficle. It is one of the substances dis- 
tilled from petroleum, and is highly vola- | 
tile, inflammable, and, when the vapor is | 
mixed with air, explosive. We have | 
frequently been much alarmed, upon vis- 


ning, to observe a phial of this fluid stand- 


|ing in close proximity with a lamp, or| 
| gas flame, and the odor pervading the | 


room. A very small quantity is capa- 
The | 
contents of a four ounce phial, if over- 
turned and vaporized, would render the 
air of a moderate-sized room explosive ; 
or, if ignited, a whole family might be | 
seriously burned, or loose their lives from | 
it. It should never be used in the vicin- | 
ity of flame; and it is important to re- 


}member that through the medium of the 


escaping vapor, when the phial is un- 

corked, flame will leap to it through a 

space of several feet. Benzine is often | 
seld under various fanciful names ; and 

therefore any article procured from drag- 

eints for removing oil or grease from 

fabrics should be handled with the utmost 

care.—Journal of Chemistry.

MULCHING STRAWBERRIES. 


It is good management to mulch straw- 
berry plants in the fall, as a winter pro- 
tection, in all places where the ground is 
not sure to be covered with snow all win- 
ter.
